NEWARK, N. J., October 31.—The following 
appeared on the doors of; the Mechanics’ Na- 
tional Bankthis morning: ‘‘Closed in conse- 
quence of statements affecting the bank made 
by the cashierto the Board of Directors yes- 
terday, which are now undergoing investiga- 
tion.’’ The bank was regarded as the strong: 
estin Newark. Its stock stood at 180. 


LIKE A THUNDER-CLAP. 

NEW YORK, October 31.—-The rost’s Newark, 
N. J., special says: The directors of the 
Mechaincecs’ National Bank, the largest bank in 
Newark, this morning announced its suspen- 
sion. A meeting of the directors was held yes- 
terday afternoon, and Cashier O. L. Baldwin 
stated the bank was notin condition to pay, 
and that the liabilities were so 
great further attempts to carry 
on business would be useless. The directors 
offered to subscribe $500,000 to put the bank in 
condition for business, but the cashier re- 
sponded that $2,000,000 would not do it. The 
directors then decided to suspend bDnsiness at 
once. The bank’s last stutement, issuedin 
October, showed liabilities as fol- 
lows: Capital stock, $500,000 ; snr- 
plus, $400 , 000 ; national bank notes 
$445,000; dividends unpaid, $3 %2; deposits,

This im- 
pressiom was toa certain degree confirmed 
by his Keeping the French and German Visi- 
tors waiting so long in the rotunda when they 
went there on the 14th to be received by him.

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Some of the Peculiarities of the Most 
, Notable Inventions. 
From the New x ork Times. 


Many persons are waiting before adopting 
the electric light only until there shall bea 
demonstration which lamp is the best. The 
various accounts of the lights in the Paris ex- 
hibition indicate that the competition is not 
establishing decided superiority of either the 
arc or the incandescent method, but rather is 
showing that each has peculiar advantages 
for particular situations. Very probably the 
arc light, which is the more powerful, yet 
more simply produced, may come to be pre- 
ferred for engineering operations, for light- 
houses and vessels, and for streets and parks, 
while the incandescent method, which gives 
a milder, steadier effulgence, ma 
win favor for use in halis, shops an 
dwellings. Inthe main hall of the exhibition, 
lamps of ali kinds have beenin use, and, to 
promo's comparison, twenty-nine apart- 
ments in the gallery bave been lighted, each 
by asingle system. The nature of tho arc 
method has been made familiar in this coun- 
try by the Brush lamp, the Fuller, the Wal- 
luce, and the Weston, and by the arc lamp of 
Msxim. Itslightis emitted by the electric 
current as this flows from one to the other of 
twocarboh points; but unless these two 
poivts can be made to approach each other 
precisely as fast af they are consumed by the 
heat, a disagreeable flicker isthe result. lao 
the incandescent method,.whichis that of the 


Edison lamp, the Sawyer, and 
the incandescent lamp of Maxim, 
the light is emitted by & Oar- 


bonized fibre, raised to white heat by passage 
of the current through it, but to protect the 
fibre from being consumedit must be her- 
metically sealedina glass globe. The ars 
method allows lhe carbon to be slowiy con- 
sumed. The purpose of the mechanisin is 
torepa'ce it steadily.

is held pinched more or less

points. Inthe Pilsen a piece of iron of spin- 
die form is made the common core of two 
electro-imagnets, one placed above the other, 
andisdrawu up or down, according to the 
variation in the current. In the Serrin, 
ciock-work regulated by the current moves 
the points toward each other. Inthe Wer- 
dermann the purest carbon which cin be ob- 
tained is used inorder to avoid accumula- 
tion ofash,arodof it is pressed from be- 
neath against a block of carbon, and as fast 
asthe point is consumed the rod ascends. 
The Reynier, in its most recent models, 
is like this, except that tue block is 
underneath and the rod rests upon it 
from above. Thesetwuv lamps are interme- 
diate between the are and incandescent 
hinds. Inthe Joelacarbon point from be- 
iow bears against a copper disk above. The 
Soleil is like the Joel,except that the point of 
contact between the carbon point and copper 
disk is surrounded by chalk or lime which is 
rendered incandescent. Inthe Jamin, which 
is a simplified form of the well-known Jab- 
lochkoff candle, tle strip of glass or plaster 
whieh in the latter separates tbe two carbons 
standing side by side is discarded, and the 
carbons stand with only air between them. 
The Swan livht, wbich is of the incandescent 
class, has been used for the meetings of the 
congress in the Salle des Seances and in the 
auditorium of the opera-house on a gala 
performance given in honor of the congress. 


A Tableau in a Bed-Room. 


When Gen. Boulanger ana Capt. Lichten- 
stein retired to their apartments at the Con- 
tinental Hotel at an early hour yesterday 
inorning they were wearied by the jaunting 
and tbe wining and the diningand cons2- 
quently s'ept soundly. Their bed-rooms 
were separated by a parlor, the door of which 
is believed to have been ieft accidentally un- 
locked. Gen, Boulanger left his watch and 
money onatablein hisroom. At6 o’vlock 
vesterday morning he was aroused from 
dreams of La Belle France and valorous deeds 
hy the stealthy footsteps ofa man andthe 
sound of rattling money. ‘It is too early for 
the committee,’? muttered the General as 
he drowsily rubbed his eyes, but when 
he saw that the intruder was a bald-headed 
man, well-dressed, and had the General’s 
watch and money in his hands, out of bed 
bounded the campaigner in undress uniform. 
He grasped his sword and clutched the man 
before he could reachthe door. The Gen- 
eral interrogated him in French and the man 
responded in English. He had madea mis- 
take end got into the wrong room. The 
General shouted for Cavt. Lichtenstein, who 
also ranin,swordin hand, and rang for the 
bote! special officer and a policeman, who ar- 
rived tocomplete the tableau. The thief, 


for such he proved to be, was searched. He 
disgorged #47 and abunch of keys. He was 


immediately taken down to the Central Sta- 
tion. The detectives identified him as 
an expert thief,who nad steered clear of Phil- 
adelphia since the Centennial year, named 
Wiliiam Connelly, alias Cosgrove, alias Mors- 
ton, alias Buffalo Bill, alias Weston. He was 
neatly attired. At 10 o’clock Gen. Boulanger, 
Capt. Lichtenstein and two others drove to 
the Central Station, where Connelly was ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Ladner. The 
Frenchmen explained matters through an in- 
terpreter. Connelly dendéed having ever gone 
by the names of Conne!ly or Buffilo Bill. He 
was committed under $1.500 bail for court. It 
was decided to givethe Frenchmen a glimpse 
of the Philadelphia railroading system. ‘The 
wheels of justice were lubricated for the oc- 
casion; an indictment was found at once,and 
Connelly was arraigned before Judge Allison. 
Assistant District Attorney Warwick pulled 
out his watch and remarked that the case 
would be over by i2 o’clock. The indictment 
charged the prisoner with larceny, entering 


with intent to steal and receiving stol- 
en coods. Detectives Levy and 
Weyl added their testimony to 


that of the French officers, showing that 
Connelly was interested in 1876, with Maggie 
Cosgrove, his alleged wife, in running a bad- 
rer house on Quince street; that the woman 
was arrested and sent to prison for a year, 
but that Cosgrove escaped. He was arrested 
in§New York afterwards while robbing a 
room in a hotel and spent four years in Sing 
Sing in expiation. The belief is that he and 
others have been following the French visit- 
ore for purposes of robberv. The prisoner 
then took the witness-stand in his own de- 
fense to show the innocence of his visit to 
Gen. Boulanger’s room, but was questioned 
so sharply about bis career that the jury 
-peedily convicted him on the first two 
charges. Judge Allison, remarking his re- 
eret that he could not impose a heavier sen- 
tence because the previous condemnations 
had failed to effect reformation, sentenced 
Connelly to the County Prison for three years 
and to vive $2,000 securitv for good behavior 
for a year afterwards. The prisoner is sup- 
posed to have robbed theroom of Col. Bovce, 
of Virginia, also in Continental Hotel.

Flute-Playing Ladies. 
From the New York Sun. 


The tlute usedto bea very povular instru- 
ment. There were so-many flutistsin the 
days of the classic composers that composi- 
tions for flute solo were more numerous than 
those for any other instrument. Bach, 
Iiavdn, Mozart, and Hummel wrote for it, 
and Beethoven, in one of his letters refer- 
ring to one of his compositions for another 
instrument, promised his publishers to ar- 
range it for flute. ‘*Then,’” he continues, 
‘‘the flute players will come swarming around 
it like flies around a sugar bow]. It seems, 
therefore, that in thoee days the supremacy 
of the piano as an instrument. of tor- 
ture Was not yet acknowledged; aud to play 
at least one piece by heart on the piano was 
not then as now an essential element inthe 
wsthetic education ofthe girl of the period.

Mucb to his surprise one day she asked him 
if he would like to hear herplsy, ana on his 
assenting Jaughingly,she played him one of the 
simple tunes she had taught herself. He then 
instructed recularly,and when 6 years old she 
appeared in public with so much success that 
she traveled through England with her 
father, giving concerts This continued until 
she was 12 yeers old. Then she b-gan to suf- 
fer from weakness of the lungs, and took up 
the violin, Which she studied a few years. 
Finding a few years afterward that ber lungs 
were stronger, she began tu play the flute 
again. Bosanquet, the famous flute player, 
became interested in her and gave her in- 
struction. She now plays bri'liant pieces like 
the *“*Carnival of Venice’? and operatic pot- 
pourris. , 

From her successit would seem that the 
flute might be recommended to young lady 
amateurs, even if only asa mild curative for 
the piano mania. Moreover, ladies will tiod 
that while playing the flute they can strike 
countless graceful attitudes, and that the 
facilities for the display of shapely arms are 
unequaled.

A guard of honor, 
composed of a battalion of Feldjaegers 
and a battalion of infantry of the 
regiment founded by William 1., the 
Geriwan Emperor and Kiog of Prussia, 
with the cflicers in command of their re- 
spective regiments in full uniform, were 
drawn up in front of the station. There were 
arm-cbairs and benches onthe platform for 
the Emnperor, Prince Rudolph, the Grand 
lhukes and the ladies invited. Three thou- 
sand persons holding special eards lined the 
grand staircase. All the beauty and fashion 
of Vienna were there. The Emperor, ac- 
companied by the Crown Prince, arrived ata 
quarter past 7 to see that everything was in 
oider. As the red light of the train came in 
sight a murmur of excitement escaped from 
the wowd within and spread through the 
staircase to the dense multitude without. A 
band played the [talian national anthem. 

All heads uncovered and the offi:ers gave 
the word of commandin sharp, guttural ac- 
cents for the troops to present arms,and King 
Humbert was seen standing in the saloon 
carrisge. His wonderful mustache—the 
heaviest, darkest aed fiercest imaginable— 
on his sallow complexion gives the vouthful 
sovereign the look of a savage despot. His 
eyes have an earnest, hard look, aud nota 
trace of a smile could be seen on his counte- 
nance as be stepped out of the eirriage. His 
quick gait and nervous twitch attracted gen- 
eral attention. Iie worethe uniform of an 
Italian Genera'— white and green, with huge 
white plumes anda helmet. The Emperor 
clasped him in his arms and gave him three 
times aWwusrm accolade. Queen Margaret’s 
appearance presented a striking contrast with 
that of her rovalconsort. Her high, we!i 
shaped forehead, fair hair, dreamy, haze! 
eyes, and modest. homely and genial bearing 
have nothing Italian about them. She wore 
a brown erepe de chine traveling dress, with 
a lighter colored tablier, and over these an 
olive green pelisse, trimmed with blue fox 
fur. Her bonnet covered three quarters of 
ber head,and was made ofthesame stuff asthe 
(ress. She had a renard muff,gants de suede 
of four buttons, and a gold chain around her 
neck. The Ewperor kissed her hand re- 
peatedly, then offered his arm, which she 
huggedin amost natural and amiable man- 
ner. 


A Veritable Oil Region in Germany. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 


Our Pennsyivania friends were disposed to 
make light of the petroleum wells of North- 
western Germany when their discovery was 
first announced, butour Consuls in Germauy 
report facts which indicate that a European 
competition has at length been found for the 
oil producers of this country. The extent of 
the oll region and its richness are yet, it is 
true, in & measure conjectural. Still, 
enough is known to show that Germany has 
a good basis on which to build a new indus- 
try of considerable importance. Consul Fox, 
of Brunswick, writes to the State Department 
that beginning at the village of Kleinschop- 
penstedt,in the Duchy of Brunswick, indi- 
cations of oilextend in % northwestern di- 
rection forty miies to Weitz, a village on the 
Aller, a tributary of the Weser. Oil occurs 
along this line in belts or spots, as inthe 
Pennsylvania oil region. Two of these belts 
have up to the presenttime been partially de- 
veloped, one, the Oleheim belt, near Peine, 
andanotber some ten miles distant. The for- 
mer embraces an area of about 25,000 acres, 
though the present borings all fall within a 
space ofabout iwenty acres. Twelve wells 
are now in operation, producing 1,250 bar- 
rels a week; six are boring and five have been 
‘‘lost.”” Theinterestin the business dates 
from June, 1880, when operations were first 
begun. Theexcitement has been greatest at 
a Well belonging to Mr. Mohr, of Barmen, 
Which in July began to pour out as much as 
260 barrels in one day, and now produces 220 
barrels every twenty-four hours, There are 
others reported as recently opened which 
are even more prolific than the bess Pennsyl- 
vania Wells. Excitement runs bigh ia the 
German oil region, and land worth from 
twenty tothirty marks before the oil was 
found now brings readily prices ranging from 
0,W00to 4,000 marks per acre. The oil is 
vood, retining forty-five per cent of clear pe- 
troleum.

AN AMERICAN TICHBORNE. 


Theophilus Youngs Claims a Family 
Whaieh Rejects Him as an [mpvustor. 
From the New York Herald. 

The tria] of the question of the identity of 
Tbeophilus Youngs, which has occupied the 
attention of the Surrogate for the past three 
years, was finally submitted to the Surrogate 
vesterday, Mr. Drake speaking on behalf of 
Theophiius and Mr. C. Elliott Minor in op- 
position. Mr. Drake in opening said the con- 
tention was continued for a period of nearly 
three years on the questions ofthe alleged 
death of Theophilus Youngs and of his al- 
leged existence. Voluminous evidence was 
taken, chiefly in Boston, and the proofs were 
closzd more than a year ago by the returnto 
a commission to Massachusetts. Shortly 
thereafter the petitioner applied to Surrogate 
Calvin to be allowed to offer further evidences, 
claiming to have recently recovered his 
brother, whose existence had been disputed. 
The application was allowed, and the contest 
has since been coutinued on the 
question of identity. ‘*‘What is the question 
involved in the examination of the furty-six 
witnesses produced before the referee?” said 
Mr. Drake. ‘‘ltis a question of humin 1iden- 
tity. the very simplest of all questions of fict 
which can be presented to the mind for solu- 
tion.’’? Af:ershowing how this knowledge 
may be fixed on the mind, counsel went on to 
recite the nistory of Theophilus, and said 
that he was born in Carmine street, in this 
citv, about thirty-seven years ago. When 
| about five vears of age the family moved up 
town and Theophilus lived with them for 
about ten years. When about fifteen years of 
age be was taken to a school Kept by a certain 
Dr. Wellington, in Jamestown, Chautauqua 
county, inthis State. Heremainedtherea 
vear or more, atd, the school breaking up. 
Theophilus, instead of returning home, re- 
mained in Jamestown, but after a while went 
to Worksburg, inthe same county, where he 
was employedinablind and sash factory. 
The war broke out and he enlistedin the 
Seventy-fourth New York Infantry, more 
particularly Known asthe Taird, of the Ex- 
ce!sior or Sickles’ brigade. 

He was inthat regiment for about nineteen 
months. Afterthat he enlisted in Company 
A, ofthe Twenty-fifth New York Cavilry, 
under the name of Thomas C. Hart. Upon 
lexving the army, With which he remained 
for three years, he came to Washington, 
where ne married Mrs. Mary J. C. Miller, 
who bad been the wife of a Colonel James 
Milier. Sometimeinthe year 1867 he ob- 
tiined a clerksbipin the (uartermaster’s 
Department, registering himself here under 
the name [. F. C. H. Youngs. He abandoned 
Lis family, and we hear of himin Baltimore 
as a barkeeper at the Reaves House, and it 
was While there that his wife discovered him, 
and, coming from Washington, caused his 
arrest for bigamy. He subsequently returned 
to Washington, and from thence proceeded 
to Boston and werkedin an organ factory. 
and in May, 1875, again abandoned his family. 
Having thus given a detailed history of the 
eheckered life of Theophilus, counsel next 
proceeded to comment upon the testimony of 
witnesses Who had been examined before 
Referee Underhil!l,the main features of which 
have already been published in the Herald 
from time to time. 

In reply Mr. C. Elliott Minor, counsel for 
Mrs. Youngs (who denies that the man pro- 
duced is her husband) argued exhaustively 
and with elaborate detail attempting to show 
that the claimant is an imposter and that rank 
perjury had been committed. Mr. Minor 
compared this with the celebrated Tichborne 
case, and said that the issues, even in some of 
the minutest details, Were almost identical. 
He quoted extracts from the rulings of the 
Lord Chief Justice in that case and applied 
the same tothis case. He said the claimant 
bad the benefit of all the information in the 
possession of Henry Youngs as to the early 
life of Theophilus, and likewise the full bene- 
fit of the record made in Boston, which would 
furnish him many details of the married life 
of the person he is seeking to personate. 
‘*But,’?? said Ma. Minor, ‘fit is a clever im- 
poster, indeed, who can stand a minute and 
searching cross-examination and not fur- 


nish something to show fully’ the 
career of Theophilus while in 
tbe army.’? Counsel referred to the nfani- 


fest ignorance and utter lack of knowl- 
edge on the partof the claimant of things 
which should have been known to Theophilus 
Youngs, and referred to numerous instances 
ot the claimant’s defective memory or utter 
lack of knowledge about matters that any 
sane man would have imprinted indelibly 
upon his mind. He went on to say that while 
the claimant was under cross-examination 
he kept away the day following the com- 
menc ment of such examination, and when 
he did putin an appearance on a future day 
could give no reason for his absence. The 
fact was, he stayed away to be coached. He 
could not remember the names of neighbors 
nor the time and place of birth of any of his 
children, and many other incidents prom- 
inent in the life of the genuine Theophilus. 
At a late hour the argument was adjourned 
until this morning, when Mr. Miner will con- 
c.ude bis speech and the case be finally sub- 
mitted to the Surrogate,

| Mre. Tremaine Swears to & Second 
Affidavit. 


Justice Monahan Identifies Het as tlie 
Woman who Made the First 
Sworn Statement.

Mr. O’Neil came to the Post-DISPATCH office 
this morning, and soon afterwards a reporter 
who accompanied bim to .Mr. Delehanty, 
bis attorney’s, office, was handed 
the appended statement. “It was

Mrs. Tremaine reed tv all 
this, and in the afternoon, the following 
was sworn to before Judge Monahan in the 
presence of Mr. Delehanty and the reporter. 
it was dated October 30 1831: ‘ 

MRS. TREMAINE’S AFFIDAVIT. 

I, Johanna Tremaine, wife, of Kdward S. 
Tiemaine, in justice to myself and partiesin- 
terested, hereby state that I have read all the 
reports in the several newspapers of the past 
week and of to-day. ] deny ao 
report that has connected Mr. O'Neil 
with any knowledge of the killing of Vail or 
himnng my husband and myself to kill him. 
Two days after my husband’s arrest for tks 
robbery in East St. Louis Henry Meyers came 
to my house with papers for me to sign, which 
Lrefusedtodo, If any papers were signed in 
my name before ’Squire Monahan, as reported 
in the tepublican of October 28, 
I deny ever having any knowledge of them, or 
of ever being in ’Squire Monahan’s office at 
any time, and I don’t know ’Squire Monahan, 
or where his oftice is. My sister told me that 
in my abrence Harry Meyers came to my house 
und got her, agirl only fifteen years old, to 
Sign some papers in my name, for 
which he paid her one dollar. 
On the evening of the same day that my sister 
signed those papers for Harry Meyers, a Mr. 
Furlong, who claimed to be a detective, caine 
tomy house, at 500 N. Kkieventh street, and 
tola me it would be a goou way to get my hus. 
hey’ outorjailina hurry to swear that Me. 
O'Neil . 

PAID MY HUSBAND TO KILL VAIL; 

that by so doing [I conid not eisuer harm 
my husband ormyself, »s he had already been 
tried and xacqguitted ofthe charge, and no 
harm could cowe to me, as I could get out of 
the wav. He (Furlony) told ine thatif I woul 
s<weurtothatintne murning ne would bDuve 
Inv husband out in the evening, and he told me 
thatthere was Some head tnan atthe Four Courts 
“who wanted reverge on O'Neil, and if he 
coulda have him (© Neil) arrested on this 
charge that they would make itall right with 
me.

Then I went to 
sec my husband again that week and told him 
that Meyers and Furlong were still after me to 
sign those papers. 

Ile said if they still persisted ; 
make em do it, thathe would pubhsh the 
whole thing, or let O’Neil know about it.

| A PAINTER’S PISTOL. 


The Shooting Affray in the Golden 
Lion Sunday Morning. 


- — 
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Allen Hickerson’s Story—Latest Details 
of the Crime. 


The Golden Lion Saloon, at the north east 
corner of Seventh and Pine streets, was the 
scene of some tively shooting at an early hour 
Sunday morning, and afew minutes after the 
man who handled the revolver had been taken 
away to the Four Courts another man was 
hurried to the City Hospital, where he is now 
lying at the point of death, and a third 
man was removed to the _ residence 
of afriend on Poplar street. The men who 
were shot were entirely innocent parties to 
the tragedy. They did not know the person 
who shotthem, and hedid notthem; indeed 
he has never seenthem, evenup to this mo- 
ment. There are very many versions of the 
same story about the shooting. The correct 
oneisthis: About12:45a. m. yesterday Mr. 
J. W. Peckin gton, proprietor of the Golden 
Lion, and John Savage, a travel- 
ing salesman who has recently been 
eimployed by a Chicage house, were standing, 
having a friendly talk,at the lunch counter op- 
posite the bar atthe north end of the saloon. 
Geo. Bridge, a conductor on the Oiive Street 


Line who was on the 12:30 car, jumped off as 
it reached Seventh street going east, intend- 
ing to catchit asit passed going west, and 
went into the Golden Lion to have a drink and 
take a bitoflunch. He got some crackers and 
cheese and stood at the end of the 
counter with his back to wards 
the Pine street entrance, and /ooking intothe 
pool rocm where a. game was being played. 
Neither he nor Mr. Savage nor Mr. Pecking- 
ton gave any attention tothese men, whocame 
in at the Pine street door and 
HAD DRINKS. 

Mr. Hughes, the barkeeper, gave them beer, 
ale and half-and-half, three glasses, after 
which they gotinto a dispute about the com- 
parative abilities of each as painters. Oneof 
the men was Allen Hickerson, a painter, an 

otherwas a painter named Wade, and the 
third wasunkuown. The unknown man said 
Hickerson ‘‘could paint notbiog,’’ and Wade 
aiso expressed himselt doubtfut of Hickerson’s 
vbility to wield u brush. Symewords passed 
as they shvuffed around, shen the unknown 
man remarked to Hickerson: ‘*You're from 
Nentucky, ain't you?’’’ ‘**Yes,’’ Hickerson re- 
plied, ‘‘i’mfromthe blue grass countrv.’’ 
‘*‘And you’rea bad man,’’ suid the other. 

‘*Yes, andl canshoot, too,’’ Hickerson re- 
spunded as he backed towards the door. 
He put his light hand into his hip 
pocket, but found nothing; then he ran his 
ieft hand into an inside coat-pocket, pull?d out 
“a revolves ,changeditto hisrighthand, s eadied 
it sc1Os8 his left oitin and fired two shots. The 
tirst struck Bridgesin the back, and he fell 
uyauinsttie bar. The second entered the lover 
poriion of Savage's abdomen. The two men 
wno bad been with Hickerson made their 


escepne as they saw the _ revolver gilis- 
teninginthe hand of the shootist. Savage

bridges was removed to the City Hospital 
in an ambulance.

On Saturday and during most of last week he 
was at work graining tables in the new cafe at 
the Lindell... Mr. Wilson and the men who 
worked with Hickerson say that he was usually

very quiet, and that they are at 
a loss to account for his con- 
duct. ‘‘He’° must have been crazy,’’ 


said one of them, ‘‘otherwise he would never 
have acted so.’’ 

Coroner Frank was atthe scene of the tra-

THE REVISED TESTAMENT. 


The Subject Discussed by the Evangelical 
Alliance this Morning. 

The monthly meeting of the St. Louts Evan- 
gelical Alliance was held in the Y¥.M.C.A, 
parlors at 11 o’clock this morning. After ad- 
joining to the audience room above, and then 
to the Methodist rooms at Eleventh and Olive 
streets, the body was finally called to order by 
Rev. Dr. Goodell inthe Young Men’s parlor. 
Dr. Geodell read a short Scripture lesson, and 
Rey. Dr. Rhodes offered a prayer. The min- 
utes of the last session, held in June, were 
read by kev. Dr. Wilson. The subject for dis- 
cussion this morning was: ‘‘The Value of the 
New Revision.’’ This was introduced by 

REV. H. D. GANSE; D. D. 
He said: We believe that the gospel was given 
to us as the result ofinspiration. Each writer, 
as the Holy Spirit inspired him, spoke of par- 
ticular matters revealed to him. That we 
have any of the original writings is extremely 
doubtful; but there are the Greek and English 
translation, and it is desirable to have the 
best of each. We become so devotedly at- 
tached to the words and sentences of our Bible 
that any change seems sacriiezious. In the 
St. James translation none of the manuscript 
extended further back that the ninth century. 


The time, at length, was ripe for a 
change. The result of modern research 
imperatively demanded corrections. New 


mapuscriptS have been discovered, dating 
much further back than any inthe possession 
of translators in King James’ time. Dr. Ganse 
cited many passages from the old and new 
tianslations, explaining the changes, and 
how amore accurate knowledge of the Greek 
has enabled the translators of to day to bring 
out the fuller meaning of the text. He 
said that the revisors haddone a great ser- 
vice tothe Bible student. The truth has been 
brought out in clearer lines. Yet, good asthe 
work is, there is room for improveinent inthe 
opinion of many a self-constituted critic. 
Time will soften some of the individualism: 
now foundinthe text. Several illustratious 
were given, some of which provoked merri- 
ment. There ae places found in which exa ‘tly 
the same wordsin the Greek are given diffei- 
ent trans atiors inthe Engish. 

In conclusion the reverend gentleman said:

Report of the Committee of 
Insurance’ Managers.

The Fire Department Needs Bet- 
ter Discipline, 


Its Efficiency Not Kqual to the 
Demacxds of the- Oity. 


Insurance Rates te be Increased Until 
the Inadequacies of the Fire De- 
partment Are Remedied. 


The following is the report of the committee 
of five insurance managers who met atthe 
Southern Hotel recently for the purpose of in- 
terviewing the property-owners of this city 


and learning the facts concerning the 
tire insurance’ situation in St. Louis. 
The gentlemen composing the committee 


were Messrs. Warren of the London and Liv’ 

erpool and Globe,Case of the Royal, Benaett of 

the .Etna, Downing of the Insurance Company 

of North America, and Bissell of the Hartford: 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The committee «directed their inquiries to 
the following subjects, viz.: the organization 
and efticiency ot the Fire Department; the 
water supply for fire purnoses; the tire alarm 
telegraph system: the tire patrol or salvage 
corps ;the building laws ;investigation of causes 
ot tires,undjbuillding inspecnon; the local board 
organization; adequacy of rates; and the 
schedule system of ruting. 

DEFICIENT IN EQUIPMENT 

With respect tothe Fire Department, the ev- 
idence goes to show that it is deficient in 
equipment. The Chief of the department was 
ewmpbatic in declaring that a betcer equipment 
isneed@ded. More fire engines, and especially 
more and better hose, it is gzeneraliv conceded, 
ought to besupplied. The committee, how- 
ever, are of the opinion from the evidence that 
the disastrous fires in St. Louis during the past 
few years werein part only owingro lack of a 
proper equipment of the Fire Departmeut. 
Inferior hose, which burst on ge put to a 
severe .test, has frequently been the 
cause of delay and embarrassment, and 
undoubtedly of unnecessary loss in 
certuin cases. The statement ofthe Chicf of 
the Fire Departinentis thut upwa ds of 7,00 
feet of hose were burst at differenttimes dur- 
ingthe pastyear. But whatever may have 
been the experience of the past, and giving 
due consideration to the most tavorahbie 
opinions as to the present efliciency of the Fire 
Department, itis proper to say that when we 
look to the futureand to pos ible contingen 
cies that may atany time arise isis important 
that the city authorittes procure as early as 
possible several more fire engines, a better 
supply of good hose and other suitable eynip- 
ments to match. 

BAD DISCIPLINE. 

In oe to discipline, the evidence 1s that 
the St. Louis Fire Departmentis notup to the 
— standard. The departmentin some of 

ts important features resembles too much the 
old volunteer system, under which thorough 
training and strict discipline were never looked 
for. The officers and men have the reputation 
of being brave and enthusiastic, ready to face 
any danger and to perform any duty tothe best 


of their ability; butthey reqnire to be more 
ably directed to give tLe fullest and best 
effect to their energy and zeal. betrer 


tiaining and stricter discipl.ne should be in- 
sisted upon, and more stringent rules asto 
personal conduct and habits should be en- 
forced, permitting only persons of temperate 
habits to become members of, orto remain in 
the department. This accomplished, and 
with officers in command possessing the tac- 
ulty of commanciug and directing the opeva- 
tions of menin times of excitementand dan 
ver, the Fire Department of St. Lous will 
compare favorably withany. Itis hoped and 
believed thatthe city authorities, supported 
by anintelligent public opinion, will at once 
tuke steps ty remedy the deficicneies aad de- 
fects above referred to, 
THiE WATER SUPPLY. 

But no }tire department, however well 
equipped and disciplined, can render effective 
service upless supplied with an abundance of 
water. The water supply tor fire purposes in 
“t. Louis is deficient in many parts of the city. 
The territory embraced in the city limits is 
about sixty square miles, and itis not exvected 
that water will be supplied for the protection 
of every building in so large an era: butin the 
heurt of the city, andin some other localities 
adjacent thereto, itis not safe to rely upon tne 
present supply of water. Wohileit may be true 


but there bas been no norieceable de- 
ficiency of water = at any recenc tire 
in the central part of the city, thouzua 


us to this evidence is conflisting, it is manifesc 
thatiu case of aspreading fire, wheait would 
be necessary to cull out tue Whole foree of the 
depurtment, water could be supplied to ouiy 
apartof the torce, when conceutrated avout 
any single square in the tusiness part of the 
city. Notonly ure many of toe water pipes too 
small,but the corros ans and sedimeutin some 
of thein have largely decreased their origioal 
capacity. The Chief Eneineer of the Fire ve- 
partinent stated before tne conmittee that he 
hed examined @ six inch water pipe whieh 
had become so choked that not more than 
a two-inch stream of Water could puss 
through it. This matter should 
be tho oughly investigated at once by the city 
ruthorities, that the full extent of the duanzger 
frum this cause may be Known and the proper 
remedies upplied. In view of the condition ot 
things before mentioned, the committee sug- 
gested the plan of coustructing a numoper of 
(isterns at the intersection ot streets ia the 
central parts of the city, as may be required 
in Order to turnish an adequate supply of 


water. This plan has bre» found to 
be very useful in Cincion ti and other 
cities, and can be adopted to ad- 


Vantege in St. Louis. An addicional number 
of hydrants should also besupoviied. In the 
heart of the city, itis claimed by the Chief of 
the Fire Departinent that he hus been oblived 
to force water through 800 feet of hose; and at 
the recent lumber yard fire in the northern 


, part of the city he wascompelled to force wa- 


ter through 2,200 feet of hose. 

THE FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH SYSTEM 
needsto be extended und improved. More 
alarm bones are required, and some method 
should be adopted ty which alarms of fire ean 
be more promptly given. The evidence is that 
While the Fire Department is prompt in re- 
sponding toanalarmof fire when rezeived 
there is often serious and so-netimes fatal da-

- THE BUILDING LAW. 

The committ-e regretted to tind that while 
St. Louis has what appearsto be a judicious 
building law, its provisions are not entorecd 
The duty of itsentoreement hus hitherto de- 
volved upon the Chiet of tne Fire Depurtine at 
WhO nakes the ePACcuUse that he does noe entorce 
the luw because Le has not the time to lo it 
and “Onfesses thutthe lawis a dead letter. 
Phis i8 a mistake which the authoriues shoulda 
at once correct: and it is the duty of the rep- 
resenitatives of the insurance interests to ¢ >- 
operate with tne nuth orities and leading cici- 
ZeNS 1} secnring the appointment of a com. 
petent man, with a suitable number of 
assistants, who Shull see to it that 
the building Jaw is Strictly entorced. Acorrect 
public sentiment on the subject shoald be cult. 
ivated and made efi-ctive, since nolaw wili be 
venerally and permanently enforced naleas it 
isin accord with public Opinion. As anounce 
of prevention ts said to be worgh a pound of 
cure, a Dian should be devised for the inaoec- 
tion of buildings, to see that i hea, flues, 
stoves, furpaces and other heatin apnaratus 
ure kept secure; ashes properly d sposed of; 
and allinflammable and combustible mate- 
rials wately guarded. At present St. Louis has 
no one whore duty it is to attend to these 
matters, In a large city like St 
Louis, there are more or lesa 
fires of ipcendiary origin. Tne Chief of the 
Fie Department, or some other official 
should be required to investigate the causes o ) 


ail fires, and keep a the same: an 
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eause of a fire, case should 
= official invéstigation. One or 
spasmodic attempts have been made by the 
Chief of the Fire Department to expose and pun- 
ish incenaiaries, but because these efforts were 
not completely successful no other efforts in 
this direction have been made. When it is 
generally known that causes of fire are to be in 
vestigated, and suspicious cases receive proper 
treatment, an important element of moral 
hazard is removed;and such investigations 
should be encouraged bythe citizens gener- 
ally, as well as by insurance companies. 
RATES TO BE INCREASED. 

The committee have |thus indicated the 
partieulars in respectto which there is room 
tor improvement, with a view to decreasing 
the desernction of property by fire in St. Louis. 
If it should be claimed that the importance of 
any of the reforms recommended is overesti- 
matea by the committee, or that nocity is fully 
up to the standard proposed for St. Louis, the 
fact must be urged that the unfavorable ex- 
perience of insurance companies in said city 
suggests the importance of leaving nothing 
undone which will have the effect to bring 
about more satisfactory results. [tis known 
to all who have examined the statistics on the 


subject that St. Touis has not been 
fl profitable field for fire nsur- 
ance companies doing an agency 


business, especially so during the past few 
years. The fact that there are comparatively 
few frame buildings would suggest the idea 
that St. Louis ought to be a promising field for 
the fire underwriter; but, knowing that such 
has not heretofore been the case, we natural- 
ly inquire forthereasons. We must attribute 
the cause in part to inadequate rates of pre- 
mium; and itis apparent that if any insurance 
companies are to make a reasonable profit on 
their businessin St. Louis, a considerable in- 
crease in the present average rates of premium 
will be necessary, even after making due 
allowance for any anticipated improvements 
ir the facilities for extinguishing 
and controlling fires. In some cases the rates 
are pow undoubtedly fair, but as a rule they 
are too low. Add to the losses insurance com- 
panies have sustained by selling their policies 
for too little money the loss resulting from 
failure of the Fire Department to perform its 
duty and from inattentian tothe means of pro- 
tection hereinbefore alluded to, and we have 
the only apparent reasons why the business of 
fire insurance companies has not been profita- 
ble es a rule to agency companies. It 
is tor the interest of underwriters, as 
well as property owners, thatthe rates of in- 
surance should be made as lowas a rea:onable 
profit will permit, and whatever can be done 
by the anthorities and peopleof St. Louis tu 
entitle them to low rates of insurance will, of 
course, receive proper recognition from in- 
surance companies. For the present, and 
until sucn time as losses by fire can be mater- 
ially reduced, a higher average rate of premi 
um must prevail, in justice to insurance com- 
yanies; butif the reforms herein advised can 
ve carried ent, itis believed they will enttle 
St. Louis, in due time, to as low rates as any 
other city.

AN ADOPTED PARENT'S RIGHTS,
